I am ordering the Oswald records and some pamphlets from' INCA. I will send 
copies of any relevant literature. If they are not CIA supported it is only 
because they don't need the money. 

The Archives has found the ONI Oswald,- file, "most" of which is available. 

I will look into this further. In reply to a question about indexes 

or other lists of documents, Rhoads mentioned a 23-page "file classification 
manual," which I assume you have, and said "There are no additional lists of 
individual documents available. There is no name index to the records, but 
the records include name files of copies of records relating to persons and 
organizations who were involved in the investigation. We can consult these 
files for materials: when names are furnished by researchers." I had not 

known of this before; it might be quite useful.
